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The  Postgraduate  Program 


The  Columbia  postgraduate  program  enables  practicing  physicians  in  general  medi- 
cine and  in  the  various  specialties  to  renew  and  continue  their  educational  experi- 
ences in  fields  where  medical  research  and  daily  clinical  observations  present 
constantly  changing  concepts  of  prevention,  diagnosis,  and  treatment  of  diseases. 

It  must  be  stressed  that  the  program  is  not  intended  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
physician  who  seeks  to  become  a  specialist.  Nor  is  it  intended  to  provide  the 
foreign-trained  physician  with  a  broad  understanding  of  medicine  in  the  United 
States.  These  objectives  are  best  achieved  by  residency  training  or  by  long-term, 
full-time  courses.  Information  concerning  residency  training  can  be  obtained  by 
writing  to  the  appropriate  departmental  chairman  in  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons. 

COURSES  FOR  GENERAL  PRACTITIONERS 

These  courses  acquaint  the  general  practitioner  with  the  latest  advances  in  the 
various  fields  of  medicine  and  emphasize  diagnosis  and  treatment.  Much  of  the 
instruction  is  carried  out  in  small  groups  at  the  bedside  and  in  the  outpatient  clinics. 
Ample  clinical  material  is  provided  by  conducting  the  courses  at  selected  hospitals 
where  the  various  related  aspects  of  medical  practice  are  stressed.  In  some  courses, 
the  facilities  of  several  hospitals  are  used.  No  attempt  is  made  to  offer  a  complete 
curriculum  at  any  one  institution. 

In  association  with  the  Harlem  Hospital  Center  a  program  of  bimonthly  seminars 
for  practicing  physicians  is  offered  on  a  no-fee  basis  and  for  credit  with  the  Ameri- 
can Academy  of  General  Practice.  No  prior  registration  is  necessary.  Information 
on  the  time  and  place  of  these  sessions  is  available  at  the  Harlem  Hospital  Center 
(telephone:  area  code  212;  286-3300,  extension  748). 

COURSES  FOR  SPECIALISTS 

Numerous  short-term  courses  in  subjects  of  interest  and  value  to  the  specialist 
are  offered.  The  program  of  study  is  necessarily  flexible.  Long-term  courses  in  two 
specialties  are  available:  Psychiatry  PM  3  and  Pathology  GM  1. 


►  ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS  AND  PROCEDURES 

All  applicants  receive  consideration  for  admission  without  regard  to  race,  creed, 
color,  national  origin,  or  sex. 

An  applicant  must  hold  a  Doctor  of  Medicine  degree  from  a  school  of  medicine 
approved  by  the  University  and  must  be  a  physician  in  good  standing.  Admission 
to  courses  for  specialists  is  limited  to  physicians  who  have  had  adequate  preliminary 
training  and  experience  in  the  related  specialty. 
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An  application  form  is  printed  on  the  last  page  of  this  bulletin.  This  form 
must  be  filled  out  in  full  and  returned  to  Jose  M.  Ferrer,  M.D.,  Associate  Dean, 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Columbia  University,  New  York,  N.Y.  10032. 
The  form  should  be  accompanied  by  a  check  made  payable  to  Columbia  University 
for  the  full  tuition;  the  amount  of  the  fee  is  included  in  the  description  of  each 
course.  The  completed  form  should  reach  the  teaching  center  not  later  than  seven 
days  before  the  opening  date  of  the  course. 

Note:  According  to  Treasury  decision  6291,  under  Section  162  of  the  1954  In- 
ternal Revenue  Code,  income  tax  deductions  are  allowed  in  many  instances  for 
tuition  and  other  educational  expenses.  Students  are  referred  to  the  federal  ruling 
on  income  tax  deductions  for  teachers  and  other  professional  people  seeking  to 
maintain  or  improve  skills  required  in  their  employment. 

Applicants  are  reminded  that  hotel  rooms,  apartments,  and  other  temporary 
living  accommodations  are  almost  impossible  to  find  near  any  of  the  teaching 
centers.  All  the  centers,  however,  are  easily  accessible  from  the  midtown  area, 
where  such  housing  is  more  likely  to  be  available.  Students  who  wish  to  live  near 
the  Morningside  campus  of  the  University  (in  the  vicinity  of  116th  Street  and 
Broadway)  may  write  for  information  to  the  Columbia  University  Registry  of  Off- 
Campus  Accommodations,  401  West  1 17th  Street,  New  York,  N.Y.  10027.

If  an  applicant  is  not  accepted,  or  if  a  course  applied  for  is  canceled,  refund 
will  be  made.  //  a  student  withdraws  later  than  ten  days  before  the  course  begins, 
there  will  be  no  refund.

►  DEGREE  PROGRAMS 

Doctor  of  Medical  Science.  The  University  confers  the  Doctor  of  Medical  Science 
(Med.Sc.D.)  degree  upon  a  few  physicians  who  have  a  particular  interest  and  com- 
petence in  one  of  the  basic  science  fields.  Only  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Columbia- 
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Presbyterian  Medical  Center  are  eligible  for  this  degree.  A  minimum  of  one  year  of 
full-time  work  in  the  selected  basic  science  field  is  required.  Additional  requirements 
include  passing  a  comprehensive  examination,  completing  a  significant,  original 
research  project,  submitting  a  dissertation,  and  passing  an  oral  examination.

Degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  human  nutrition.  The  Faculty  of  Medicine 
offers  a  program  of  study  in  nutrition  leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Science  in  human  nutrition.  Prerequisites  required  for  admission  are  an  M.D. 
degree  from  an  approved  medical  school  or  a  bachelor's  degree  from  a 
college  or  university  approved  by  Columbia  University.  Previous  preparation 
in  quantitative  analysis,  elementary  organic  chemistry,  and  elementary  biochem- 
istry is  recommended  for  admission.  Evidence  of  personal  capability  and  fitness 
for  this  field  is  also  a  requirement.  In  addition  to  completing  32  credit  points  in 
prescribed  courses  or  their  equivalent,  the  candidate  must  devote  three  months 
full  time  to  research  work  in  nutrition  and  field  work  in  human  nutrition  and 
submit  a  thesis  or  essay.  This  program  is  designed  for  those  desiring  to  work  in 
the  clinical  field  of  nutrition  in  health  -and  disease.

►  AFFILIATED  HOSPITALS  AT  WHICH  POSTGRADUATE  COURSES 
ARE  OFFERED 

THE  COLUMBIA-PRESBYTERIAN  MEDICAL  CENTER 

A  permanent  affiliation  between  Columbia  University  and  the  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital was  established  in  1921.  The  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Columbia 
University  in  conjunction  with  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  and  several  other  institu- 
tions comprising  the  Medical  Center  now  occupy  a  plot  of  land  given  to  Columbia 
University  and  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  by  Mrs.  Stephen  V.  Harkness  and  Mr. 
Edward  S.  Harkness.  The  land,  extending  from  West  165th  Street  to  West  168th 
Street  and  from  Broadway  to  Riverside  Park,  comprises  about  twenty  acres  and  is 
readily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  city. 

The  Medical  Center  was  opened  in  1928.  The  Medical  Center  group  is  as  fol- 
lows: College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons;  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery; 
School  of  Public  Health  and  Administrative  Medicine;  Department  of  Nursing; 
Washington  Heights  Health  and  Teaching  Center;  New  York  State  Psychiatric 
Institute;  Francis  Delafield  Hospital;  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  and  its  subdivisions 
— Squier  Urological  Clinic,  the  Edward  S.  Harkness  Eye  Institute,  Harkness 
Pavilion,  Sloane  Hospital  for  Women,  Vanderbilt  Clinic,  Babies  Hospital,  Neuro- 
logical Institute  and  the  New  York  Orthopaedic  Hospital. 

The  Presbyterian  Hospital  was  founded  in  1868.  The  hospital  occupies  a  twenty- 
two-story  building  in  which  are  the  wards  of  the  medical  and  surgical  services. 
Under  the  terms  of  the  affiliation  with  Columbia  University,  members  of  the  hos- 
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pital  staff  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  nomination  by  the  Trustees 
of  the  University.  The  hospital  has  an  overall  capacity  of  1,51 1  beds  (Sloane,  Squier, 
Presbyterian). 

Squier  Urological  Clinic  occupies  the  tenth  floor  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
building  and  the  tenth  floor  of  Babies  Hospital.  There  are  67  beds  for  the  care  of 
adults  and  19  beds  for  babies  and  children. 

The  Edward  S.  Harkness  Eye  Institute  contains  37  ward  beds  and  is  devoted  to 
the  care  and  study  of  diseases  of  the  eye. 

Harkness  Pavilion  is  available  for  private  patients  of  the  attending  staff. 

Sloane  Hospital  for  Women,  originally  at  West  59th  Street  and  Amsterdam 
Avenue,  was  presented  to  Columbia  University  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  D.  Sloane 
in  1886.  It  now  occupies  three  floors  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  building  for 
ward  and  semiprivate  patients  and  two  floors  in  Harkness  Pavilion  for  private 
patients.  The  wards  of  the  hospital  furnish  116  beds  for  obstetrical  and  gyneco- 
logical patients.  There  are  184  beds  and  1 14  bassinets. 

Vanderbilt  Clinic,  presented  by  the  Vanderbilt  family  to  the  University  in  1888, 
is  the  outpatient  department  for  all  the  hospitals  in  the  Medical  Center. 

Babies  Hospital  provides  for  general  medical  and  surgical  care  of  infants  and 
children  up  to  and  including  fourteen  years  of  age.  It  is  used  for  the  instruction  of 
medical  students  and  residents,  but  no  formal  postgraduate  courses  are  offered. 

Neurological  Institute,  one  of  the  first  nongovernmental  hospitals  in  this  country 
for  the  treatment  of  nervous  diseases,  was  founded  in  1909.  The  Institute  has  a 
capacity  of  250  beds,  including  15  added  in  1960  to  accommodate  psychiatric 
patients.  There  are  facilities  for  bedside  teaching  in  the  wards  for  undergraduate 
and  graduate  students. 

New  York  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  established  in  1868,  was  consolidated  with  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  in  1945.  It  now  occupies  the  fifth  floors  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  building  and  of  Babies  Hospital.  It  accommodates  93  adults  and  29  children. 

New  York  State  Psychiatric  Institute  is  a  176-bed  hospital,  built  and  maintained 
by  the  State  of  New  York,  with  provisions  for  the  study  and  treatment  of  all  types 
of  psychiatric  disorders.  There  are  special  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  children 
presenting  behavior  and  personality  problems.  Connected  with  the  hospital  is  an 
active  outpatient  department  providing  diagnostic  and  treatment  facilities  in  psy- 
chiatric problems  of  both  adults  and  children.  The  hospital  maintains  special  clin- 
ical and  research  laboratories  and  an  extensive  psychiatric  library. 

Francis  Delafield  Hospital,  built  and  maintained  by  the  City  of  New  York,  is  a 
250-bed  general  hospital  primarily  devoted  to  the  treatment  and  study  of  cancer. 


OTHER  AFFILIATED   HOSPITALS   USED   FOR    POSTGRADUATE  TEACHING 

St.  Luke's  Hospital  Center,  Amsterdam  Avenue  and  114th  Street,  consists  of  St. 
Luke's  Hospital,  founded  in  1850,  and  the  Woman's  Hospital,  founded  in  1855. 
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The  institution  has  been  affiliated  with  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  since 
1947,  and  its  staff  participates  actively  in  the  undergraduate  and  graduate  teaching 
programs.  The  Center  has  735  beds,  of  which  352  are  available  for  teaching  pur- 
poses. 

Harlem  Hospital  Center,  136th  Street  and  Lenox  Avenue,  was  founded  in  1887 
and  has  1,1 14  beds.  It  has  been  affiliated  with  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
since  1962. 

Roosevelt  Hospital,  located  at  428  West  59th  Street,  was  founded  in  1864  and 
has  574  beds.  It  has  been  affiliated  with  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
since  the  early  years  of  the  century,  and  in  1971  became  a  full  University  hospital.

Surgical  demonstrations,   movies,    and  formal  lectures  by  a   diversified  composite   staff  are  used  to 

illustrate  the  standard  operations  and  to  cover  the  essential  aspects  of  tumor  biology  in  the  head  and 

neck.  Controversial  and  problem  cases  are  emphasized.

In  1974,  the  course  is 
entitled  "Alcohol  and  Alcoholism."  Material  will  be  presented  on  the  pharmacological  actions  of 
alcohol,  psychological  aspects  of  alcohol  abuse,  and  medical  means  for  diagnosing  and  treating 
patients  who  are  alcoholics. 
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Pharmacology  PM  2.      Clinical  neuropharmacology 

Two  days,  Th-Fri  9-5.     Oct  25-26,  1973.     $100  (Residents,  $75). 
Dr.  L.  Simpson  and  guest  lecturers.      Columbia-Presbyterian. 

The  course  is  offered  annually,  but  the  topic  for  each  year  is  different.  Each  year  the  course  deals  with 
a  subject  of  importance  to  neurology  and  its  allied  sciences.  In  1973,  the  course  is  entitled  "The  Treat- 
ment of  Pain."  Material  will  be  presented  on  the  origin  of  pain,  the  psychological  aspects  of  expe- 
riencing pain,  and  medical  means  of  treating  pain. 

PSYCHIATRY 

All  psychiatry  courses  are  conducted  at  the  New  York  State  Psychiatric  Institute, 
Columbia-Presbyterian  Medical  Center. 

Psychiatry  PM  1.      Symposium  on  neurology  and  psychiatry 

Ten  weeks,  Mon-Fri  9-5.     Sept  24-Nov  30,  1973.     $450. 

Drs.  J.  Ryan  and  L.  C.  Kolb,  and  the  staffs  of  the  New  York  State  Psychiatric 

Institute  and  the  Neurological  Institute.     Columbia-Presbyterian. 

Open  only  to  physicians  who  have  had  considerable  previous  training  and  experience  in  neurology 
and  psychiatry.  Physicians  on  the  staffs  of  institutions  under  the  New  York  State  Department  of 
Mental  Hygiene  are  admitted  without  payment  of  tuition  or  registration  fees. 

The  symposium — a  review  of  neurology  and  psychiatry — is  made  up  of  courses  grouped  under  the 
four  general  headings  below.  These  courses  may  not  be  taken  individually.  A  detailed  schedule  of 
classes  may  be  obtained  on  request. 

A.  Basic  Neurology.     Drs.  L.  Roizin,  A.  Gold,  M.  Kaufman,  and  L.  V.  Lyons. 

A  course  in  neuroanatomy,  presenting  essential  anatomical  and  associated  neurophysiological  features 
of  the  spinal  cord  and  brain.  The  course  on  basic  neurophysiology  deals  with  the  functional  rela- 
tionship of  the  various  portions  of  the  nervous  system  which  are  especially  related  to  neural  disturb- 
ances found  in  certain  neurological  and  psychiatric  disorders.  Clinical  neurophysiology  (electro- 
encephalography) is  correlated  with  clinical  observations.  A  special  course  given  on  the  physiology 
of  the  autonomic  nervous  system  in  the  light  of  psychosomatic  concepts.  The  course  in  neuropathology 
consists  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  of  gross  specimens  and  microscopic  slides.  Correlation 
between  clinical  findings  and  pathological  lesions  is  taken  into  consideration.  Demonstrations 
include  presentation  of  microscopic  and  gross  material  illustrating  the  lecture  material. 

B.  Clinical  Neurology.     Dr.  H.  Merritt  and  staff. 

Clinical  lectures  and  demonstrations  illustrating  the  chief  organic  diseases  of  the  nervous  system. 
The  technique  of  neurological  examination,  explaining  the  significance  of  neurological  signs  and 
symptoms.  Therapy  in  neurology  includes  the  various  types  and  methods  used  in  the  treatment  of 
nervous  diseases  with  special  reference  to  physiotherapeutic  and  occupational  therapy  methods.  The 
roentgenographic  interpretations  of  the  diseases  affecting  the  nervous  system  consist  of  study  of 
the  various  lesions  affecting  the  skull  and  intracranial  contents  and  spinal  cord.  Emphasis  on  electro- 
encephalography. 

C.  Basic  Psychiatry.  Drs.  A.  Carr,  H.  Hunt,  J.  Rainer,  M.  Rapport,  and  W. 
Thetford. 

Lectures  on  intelligence,  memory,  perception,  etc.,  and  psychological  testing  procedures.  Psycho- 
dynamics  acquaints  the  student  with  levels  of  psychological  organization,  conscious  and  uncon- 
scious integration,  and  motivation  of  psychic  action.  Comparative  psychodynamics  investigates  the 
theoretical  and  therapeutic  principles  of  the  different  psychoanalytic  and  psychotherapeutic  schools. 
Genetics  and  mental  disease  consist  of  a  description  of  basic  genetic  laws  and  theories,  plus 
modern  research  methods  and  the  genetics  of  schizophrenia,  manic  depressive  psychosis,  and  other 
mental  disorders.  Special  lectures  on  new  advances  in  chemistry  and  medicine  in  relation  to  neuro- 
chemistry. 

D.  Clinical  Psychiatry.  Drs.  J.  Ryan,  S.  Arieti,  H.  Brill,  R.  Campbell,  A.  Foley, 
S.  H.  Frazier,  G.  A.  Jervis,  L.  Kalinowsky,  L.  C.  Kolb,  W.  S.  Langford.  S.  Malitz, 
L.  Moses,  P.  Polatin,  and  C.  Socarides. 

History  and  somatogenic  and  psychogenic  aspects  of  the  different  psychiatric  disorders,  correlating  the 
best  known  theories  and  practices.  Integrates  the  lectures  on  basic  psychiatry  with  diagnosis, 
prognosis,  and  therapy.  A  similar  course  is  given  on  child  psychiatry  from  the  same  point  of 
view.  The  lectures  on  therapy  are  subdivided  as  follows:  (1)  the  practice  of  psychoanalysis,  a  survey 
of  the  chronological  development  of  Freud's  conception  of  psychoanalysis  and  discussion  of  the  clini- 
cal application  of  psychoanalysis  to  the  study   and  treatment   of  neurosis  and  psychosis;    (2)   non- 
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analytic  forms  of  psychotherapy,  which  discusses  suggestions,  hypnosis,  and  other  forms  of  psycho- 
therapy from  a  psychodynamic  point  of  view.  Organic  therapy,  shock  treatment,  psychopharmacologic 
agents — tranquilizers,  antidepressant  drugs,  etc. —  are  discussed.  Legal  psychiatry  covers  the  forensic 
aspects,  commitment,  court  procedures,  and  the  relationship  of  criminology  to  psychiatry.  Mental 
hygiene  and  community  psychiatry  consider  preventive  psychiatry  from  the  earliest  period  of  life 
to  the  adult  years.

The  program  provides  for  basic  psychobiological  sciences,  clinical  aspects  of  psychiatry,  lectures  in 
neuroanatomy  and  neuropathology,  interview  techniques,  and  genetics,  as  well  as  many  other  areas 
of  interest.

Particular    attention    to    the    study    of    gross 

specimens  and  microscopic  sections,  and  of  urine  sediments  and  cultures. 

In  addition  to  the  fee,  students  are  required  to  make  a  $200  deposit  at  the  first  class  for  two  boxes 

of  slides  and  a  descriptive  book.  This  money  is  refunded  when   the  boxes  of  slides  and  book  are 

returned  in  good  condition  at  the  end  of  the  course.  Students  must  furnish  their  own  microscopes 

and  lamps.
